Physicians' Association Donates Scholarships 


The Northwest Tennessee 
Academy of Medicine, an asso¬ 
ciation of physicians represent¬ 
ing the counties of Dyer, Lake, 
Lauderdale, and Obion, has con¬ 
tributed two $500 nursing schol¬ 
arships to UTM. 

They are part of the “Pace¬ 
maker 70” campaign to raise 
the University’s scholarship 
funds to $75,000, Dr. Robert 
Clendlnin of Union City, pres¬ 


ident of the organization and 
Pacemaker committeeman, has 
announced. 

TO BE AWARDED during the 
1970-71 academic year, pref¬ 
erence will be given to schol¬ 
arship applicants who are cur¬ 
rently employed as practical 
nurses. The recipient of the 
scholarships must reside in the 
four-county area of Dyer, Lake, 
Lauderdale, and Obion. 


According to F. G. Cavin, 
Jr. of Union City, chairman of 
the Pacemaker campaign, more 
than $25,481 in new scholar¬ 
ships, awards and increases 
in existing scholarships and 
$59,865 in pledges have been 
received as part of the cam¬ 
paign.

Affiliation of this can’ 
the American Assoc 
State Colleges and Universities 
has been announced by Chan¬ 
cellor Archie R. Dykes. 

THE ORGANIZATION has 271 
member institutions that reach 
across the territories of Guam 
and the Virgin Islands. They 
represent the fastest growing 
group of degree granting insti¬ 
tutions in the nation. Their en¬ 
rollments tripled in the last 
decade as they broadened 
course offerings and responded 
to the need for greater avail¬ 
ability of low-cost, high qual¬ 
ity education. One of each five 
college students comes H orn 
a member institution. 



Last year they awarded one- 
fourth of the nation’s bachelor 
degrees, and one-fifth of the 
master’s degrees, and gradua¬ 
ted 46 percent of the country's 
potential teachers. 

“MEMBERSHIP IN THIS 
higher educational association 
should prove helpful to The 
University of Tennessee at 
Martin since the goals and pur¬ 
poses we have set for our in¬ 
stitution are the same as those 
of the organization,” Chancel¬ 
lor Dykes said. 

Overall services offered by 
the association include helping 
to expand curricula and pro¬ 
grams, increasingunderstand- 
lng of the expanding role and 
responsibilities of state col¬ 
leges and universities and pre¬ 
senting information to congres¬ 
sional committees considering 
legislation which affects state 
colleges and universities. It 
represents the interests of 
members with federal depart¬ 
ments and agencies, other edu¬ 
cation organizations, and 
groups outside education. 

The association assists in 
conducting national and region¬ 
al workshops to help member 
institutions deal with specific 
problems and develop new pro¬ 
grams. It helps initiate proj¬ 
ects to strengthen contributions 
to the nation and to establish 
international study centers for 
students and faculty members of 
participating institutions. 


EPS Completion 
A Year Away 

Work is now being done on 
the addition to the EPS Buil¬ 
ding by Scudder and Company 
of Union City with a projected 
completion date of June 21, 
1971. 

Designed primarily to house 
the recently implemented four- 
year program in engineering 
technology, the 52,462 square 
feet of construction will more 
than double the size of the pres¬ 
ent structure.
